IN STATE TAX 


SYSTEM ASKED 


Legislature 
Receives 
I 5 Plans to Change 
Constitution 


SEVEN "ON LEVIES 


Limitation Reduction 
And Exemptions In 
Proposals

COH MBI S t).. Feb. 25—Fifteen 
proposals to amend the state con­ 
stitution. seven dealing with taxa­ 
tion. have heen submitted to the 
legislature. 
They seek further to reduce or 
Unlit the taxes on real estate, al­ 
though the nresent Pl-mills lim ita­ 
tion was effective only Jan. I. One 
would reduce the limitation to fire 
mills, while another would abolish 
all real estate taxes 
except 
five 
mills for debt service. 
The third 
w ould re quire all classes of propor­ 
tional amount of levies tor bond 
issues. 
A return to the old uniform rule 
of taxation by repeal of t h e present 
provision for classification of p ro p 
ertv. I* proposed by another am end­ 
ment. 
Under such a plan, money, 
securities of 
all character, m anu­ 
facturing and m ercantile establish­ 
ments would h e taxed at the s a m e 
rat** as their true value in money. 
4 nder classification, 
each 
class 
hears a separate rate. 


Ons-House Plan Sought 
Three amendm ents would create 
additional 
exemptions from tax a­ 
tion. 
One would exempt the own­ 
er's home up to $3,000. And another 
up to in.500, while the other would 
exempt all lands used for game 
propagation or re fu g e . 
One proposal has appeared for a 
one-house 
or 
unicameral 
legisla­ 
ture. 
It would be composed of sen­ 
ators elected 
from 
congressional 
districts and between 80 and 85 rep­ 
resentatives chosen from assembly 
districts. 
The governor, lieutenant 
governor and heads of executive de. 
p a y m en ts would have seats tn the 
assembly. 
The governor, secretary of state 
and state auditor would constitute 
an apportionm ent hoard 
to 
redis­ 
trict the state 
for 
congressmen, 
state senators, and representatives 
after each federal 
census. 
Their 
work could be overridden 
by 
a 
three-fifths vote of the assem bly or 
bv a referendum. Senators would 
be chosen for four-year term s 
and 
receive double the pay of represen­ 
tatives who would be elected for 
two year terms. 
The senate would meet alone at 
least once a month to conduct in­ 
vestigations and to prepare 
hills 
for introduction in the assembly. 
The short ballot which has heen 
rejected on several 
occasions is 
proposed by another amendment. 
under which only the governor and 
lieutenant governor would he elect­ 
ed bv popular vote. The state audi­ 
tor would bo elected by the general 
assembly. 
All other departm ent 
heads would be appointed by the 
governor. 
A nother proposal would 
allow party designations 
to 
he 
printed with the name of 
candi­ 
dates on election ballots, while an­ 
other would permit appointm ent to 
fill vacancies in either house. 
Revamping of the judicial system 
Is asked in another proposal, which 
would consolidate the suprem e and 
appellate courts Into 
a 
supreme 
tribunal, composed of a chief jus­ 
tice elect oil at large and 18 asso­ 
ciate justice* 
Three of the associate 
justices 
would be chosen from each of the 
six judicial districts. They consti­ 
tute the suprem e tribunal In that 
district for hearing cases. 
No law could be held unconstitu­ 
tional except by a two-thirds vote 
of the entire court. 
Term s of the 
Judges would not be less than six 
years. 
Another proposal 
would repeal 
present constitutional provision* re­ 
lating to the old circuit 
courts, 
now 
known 
as appelate 
courts. 
Another wri^ld abolish the present 
constitutional office of superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, now com­ 
bined with the office of director of 
education.

are dead in Germany, says Reich*- 
fuehrer Hitler. 
The Fuehrer so told bis old Nazi 
cam paigners yesterday in an ag­ 
gressive address comm em orating 
th* fifteenth anniversary of the 
party'a foundation. 
“ I prophesy again." he shouted. 
“thHt none of the old system s will 
return. 
“ W e had 
do confidence in the 
existing regime, but in the German 
people when we began our fight. 
Democracy promised to enable a 
majority of outstanding achieve­ 
ments. 
hut 
jobbers 
anil 
usurers 
destined 
German 
economy, char­ 
latans and criminals German pol­ 
icy. 


Slate Must Grow. 
“ We didn’t believe iu Gerniuuy 
as 
represented before the war," 
Hitler said, turning to the m onar­ 
chial system, 
“Bourgeois nationals told us to 
cease attacking the republic and 
give peace. 
You monarchists eud- 
tidily expect the third Reich'* col­ 
lapse and the appproach of another 
system. 
But you forget the state 
must grow out of its people.” 
Reviewing 
Germany's 
develop- 
men 
under 
Nazi 
leadership, the 
reichsfuehrer exclaimed 
“ We 
destroyed 
proletarianism 
and democracy and the foundations 
of tho o il state. 
What we created 
in two year only forecasts what is 
coming. 
Here I announced a pro­ 
gram 15 >ear* ago. 
We have fulfilled the mission be­ 
queathed us by our dead comrades 
and will continue.” 


All For Peace. 
“ To fools who still dream of a 
restored trglm e." he asserted, “ I 
say that what once was can never 
ho again. 
You will never return 
to power.” 
Of the reich* foreign policy the 
fuehrer said: 
“ We are all for peace, but not 
at the. price of our honor. 
We arc 
ready for atty kind of cooperation, 
but lf the world does not under- 
stand, we are ready at all times to 
stand on cur own feet.”

Feb. 25 — A 
deputy adm inistrator of the NRA 
today left th* Issue of coal rode 
enforcem ent economy squarely up 
to the industry in Ohio. asking the 
coal men to settle their own prob­ 
lems.

of damaged parts, are sometimes 
the cause of much criticism ,

plastic surgery I* necessary consult 
with your physician and follow his 
advice. He will refer you to a com­ 
petent surgeon specializing in this 
work. It la unwise to accept rec­ 
ommendations from ''beauty aper- 
iallsts" and laymen who are unfa­ 
miliar with the many difficulties of 
this line of work. 
Bear In mind that no plastic sur­ 
gery should be permitted unless it 
Is performed by a capable surgeon 
who Is recognized a* a specialist 
in this field. He must be duly li­ 
censed and of good standing In the 
local medical society.

special training and skill. 
Molds Used 
The operation must he performed 
under aseptic conditions and with­ 
out Jeopardy to the health of the 
patient. It consist* of reconstruct­ 
ing the part of the body th at has 
been altered by an injury or which 
is distorted because of som e con­ 
genital deformity. 
The 
plastic 
surgeon 
prepares 
molds, and plans 
the reconstruc­ 
tion before he actually operates. I 
happen to know a plastic Burgeon 
who uses a plaster model and pa­ 
tiently plans the necessary recon­ 
struction step by step. The model 
is then used aa a guide in the op­ 
eration. 
As I have implied, this compara­ 
tively new branch of surgery has 
answered a great demand for the 
correction of acara and disfigure­ 
ments as well as nasal deformities. 
But I would like again to warn my 
readers against the 
many 
unli­ 
censed. unethical individuals who 
pose as "plastic surgeons''. If you 
are desirous of having a plastic op­ 
eration consult with your family 
doctor. You may be assured of his 
interest In your welfare and that 
be will give you sound advice.

now is applying the constitutional 
acid test to “new deal” legislation. 
was laid in the 'w ilderness city" 
that was W ashington 132 years ago. 
On February 24. 18^3, Chief Jus­ 
tice John Marshall delivered the 
history-making opinion in tho Mar­ 
bury-Madison ease. In that opinion 
Marshall, who then had been on the 
bench only two years, 
made the 
first declaration of the supreme 
court holding unconstitutional 
a 
law enacted by the congress. 
Specific Issues U nim portant 
In handing down the decision he 
declared emphatically that the pow­ 
ers of the national legislature were 
defined and limited, 
and that It 
clearly was the duty of the judicial 
branch of the government to sky 
what was constitutional and uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Thus Marshall, who was to domi­ 
nate the court for more than 3U 
years and to form a vast majority 
of its opinions during his term on 
the bench, set it up as the highest 
authority in the land on the legality 
of legislative measures 
involving 
vital changes in the life of the 
American people. 
The specific issues and m erits of 
the Marbury-Madison case were not 
of vital import.

It would bsva been folly to think about

Republican 
politicians, whatever they thought of him 
personally, wanted no p a rt of him as a po­ 
tential 
presidential 
candidate. 
Many 
of 
them resented the fa d the party was still 
identified with his name. They wanted to 
forget 1933 and alt the reel of Mr. Hoover * 
presidency. 


This might seem to nuke Mr. Hoover po­ 
litically a liability, hut it doesn’t, not quite. 
A few day* ago he journeyed to New York 
City and waa welcomed enthusiastically, 
He etui receives a great volume of mail. 
His opinion on public questions is solicited. 
His statem ent on stabilization of the dollar, 
however lightly Secretary of tho Treaaury 
Mnrgenthau may take it, is an idea which 
ca n t he dismissed. Mr. H oovers stature 
as a public figure is greater now than it 
wa* two years ago. ii is greater than it was 
M e year ago. it it still increasing. 


Whether or not he aspires lo run for 
president again la a question 
abidi has 
little bearing on the point that he is still 
a powerful force 
within the 
Repuolican 
party. Republican politicians may look down 
their noaes at him, consign him bitterly 
to the limbo of forgotten men aud act as 
though they possess the real secret of pull­ 
ing the party together again. Lot Mr. Hoov­ 
er show the smallest sign of support from 
the country and these 
same 
gentlemen 
would be fighting to have their ptcturee 
taken with hint. Presumably, Mr. Hoover 
has learned enough about politics by this 
time to sec the funny side of his situstiou.

Technicality 


The senate* adoption of the prevailing 
wage amendm ent to the work relief bill 
baa tbrown the status of the whole $4,180,- 
000.000 proposal in doubt. The bill may be 
discarded as a result. 


The senate’s decision was a defeat tor 
President Roosevelt. It was a victory for 
the American Federation of Labor. 
W hat 
does It msan to the country? Is th e general 
welfare at stake? 


Organized labor argued that payment of 
less than prevailing wages would jeopardize 
wage scales In private employment. 
This 
argum ent places private employment and 
work relief on the sem e footing. It say* 
th at wages made possible by charity should 
be regular wage rates. 


They ware not intended lo be eo in the 
original ooncept of the bill. W ork relief was 
to be a substitute for the dole, 
paying 
slightly higher benefits than the dole but 
lower beneflte than private employment af­ 
forded.* This relationship was generally ac­ 
cepted. 
Assume the government were to a1* 
locate 1100.000 to a work relief project In 
this community. Assume that 176.000 would 
he spent (or labor and 126.000 for material. 
At the probable work relief wage of $60 
a month. 260 men could be given employ­ 
m ent (or six months, lf. by using prevailing 
wage scale*, the wage were to be increased 
lo, say, HOO a month, only half as many 
men could be employed for six months. On 
the oilier hand, if 200 men were to he em­ 
ployed at prevailing wage rates amounting 
to all average of $100 a month, they would 
have to divide up the work. 
The 
result 
would be tho same as lf they had worked 
tor relief wage*, as far as pay was con­ 
cerned. A dollar an hour doesn t mean any 
more than 60 lent* sn hour lf a man is n t 
allowed to work long enough to carn the 
dollar. 
How are regular wages affected 
by this ineffective safeguard? 


The American Federation of Labor may 
be spending lls energy winning a Phyrrlc 
victory in the prevailing wage battle, lf It 
succeeds In getting the amendm ent through 
congress, IU force may be destroyed by 
the method of administration. It may hurt 
itself more by winning its fight with the 
I adm im strauou than It would by losing.
